In a training room at 
the Center for the Intrep- 
id, Kelsey Ward worked to 
move her right arm, a 
weight strapped around 
her wrist and hand over 
her chin.

Ward’s arm was sev- 
ered near the shoulder last 
year in a car wreck and 
surgically reattached at 
Brooke Army Medical 
Center in the state’s first 
successful “replant” pro- 
cedure.
